efniitable. Spain has, however, exhiiust- :' 
oil nil the resources of diplomacy in an 
ailompt to justify hor attitude. Seeing 
that an acceptance of the proposal mnde 
to Siiaiii is ;i necessary condition to .i 
contimianoe of negotiatioiiR, and tioeing 
that the resources of Spain are not sueli 
ns to enable her to re-enter upon war. 
she is i)rei)ared in her desire to avoid 
bloodshed and from considerations of hn- 
laiinity and patriotism to sumbit to the. 
conditions of the contiuoring nation, 
however liarsh Ihey may be. She is, 
therefore, ready to accept the proposals 
of the Amerieiui commission ns present- 
ed nt the last sitting. 

The rending and translation of the . ' 
document occupied loss than five min-.' 
utes. At the conclusion of thq.. transla- 
tion, the commissioners empowered^Senbr 
Ojodn, secretary of the Simnish cbmniis- 
sion, and Secretary Moore, of the Atfaeri-- . . 
can coniiiiission, to draw up articles,*.;, 
which are to embody the relintiuishment 
nf Cuba by .Spain nnd the cession of 
Porto Itoco and the Philippines. These 
articles, which may be considered as con- 
st iluting tJie conditions of peace, will 
hi; ready for sulnnisHion Wednesday. 

A grcnt deal of interest was taken in 
to-day's meeting. The two connaissions 
arrived nt the foreign ollice in carriages 
ill the ruin almost simultaneously and' 
reimiring to tlie ooiifereiice room, iin- 
niodiiitely opened the only business be- 
fore tliein. Senor Jloiitero liios, tbi' 
president of the JSpiinish coimiiissiou, has 
usually |)i-eco(le<l the preseiitatimi of a 
Siiimisli <'omniunieation in writing by 
verbally sumniiirizing the same; but to- 
day Senor Kios was silent and tinusuiilly 
griive. ITis face was , deeper lined aud 
lie clearly showed the mental strain un- 
der wliich ho WIS Inboring. as he ap- 
Iiroached the final reliiupiishinont of 
Sj-ii ill's colonial possessions. Without a 
wi nl Senor Montero Bios produced the 
two typewritten sheets and pnsBcd: them' 
to the interpreter of the United States' 
ciminiissioii, Mr. Ferguson, who read' 
thoni substiintinll.v' as cabled, the outline 
of the Spanish document being fiurnished 
Idler to the oorre.spoiident of the .\sso- 
eiiited Press by Senor Ojeda. The coin- 
iiiissioners loft the foreign olllce im- 
mediately after the secretaries had been 
directed to prepare the arlicIo,-< of (be 
peace treaty. Tliere was scarcely any 
conversation lietweeii the .Vinericiin and 
Spanish conimissinners after the adjourn- 
iiunt.

■Tolui Tnlan bad been blown from his 
))ed at,'ainst tlie door of tlie stateroom, 
nnd so seriously injured that lie could 
not move. The door could not be 
forced open, as hp was jammed up 
nKninst it. One of the employees of 
the boat secured an ase and cut the 
upper part of the room away and finally 
removed him, hut not until lie was vir- 
tually roasted aliTe. 'WTien palled out 
the flest dropped from his hones in InrKc 
pieces. 

Watson Hetiry, the chief enKinper, and 
his wife were la their room near the 
pilot house when the e.vplosion oceiined. 
Mrs. Henry was blown tliroiiKb the 
roof. She was h6rribly crushed by the 
force of the explosion, and also baiUy 
scalded with steam. Her injuries 
proved fatal nt 12:30 o'clock tliis after- 
noon. Mr. Henry -was terribly sealded. 
Ho was thrown some distance away hut 
not so far as was his wife. He died 
T<liortly after being brought to this 
■city. 

Underneath the lower dock, where the 
•deck-hands .slept, the ^'roans ami s(Meams 
■were awful of the unfnrtuiiale impris- 
oned men, who received the full effect 
of the steam a.s it came from the boil- 
ers. Eifibt of them were almost roastod 
alive. 

The moment thi^ W(U-k of rescninK the 
injured eoinnieiiceil, Mrs, ]'"'niiices Itob- 
inson, of Sau I'raneisco. a trained nurse, 
assuiiied cIuirKe. and tlfi-i)iif;hoiit all the 
CKeitemont adnuuisterod to tlie vv.uils of 
those who were the worst injured. 
D'lour anil lard were amdied to Ibo 
scalded men to relieve their HufferiiiKs. 
The passenpcr.s find insuflicicnt words 
in praise of the brave woman. 

A telefdione message was siMit to this 
city, and the little sleann^r Olara ('row, 
wit1i several physicians and niediciueH 
and handuKcs. were sent to meet the 
Dauntless, on wdiieb the woTindcd were 
beiiif,' Inouuhl to thi.s city. The relief 
l>oat met the Danntle.'is a short distance 
down the river. 

One of the remarkable escapes is that 
of Capt. Ilonrv Potvinc. who vras at the 
wheel of the Walker when the explosion 
occurred. Hie pilDt-l\ousd -was torn 
away, but lie was not dangerously in- 
jured, though somewhat scalded about 
the lower limbs. 

What caused the esplosion will pr >■ 
ably never be known. The stentn d-mn 
burst with terrible violence. The direc- 
tion of the flying debris was upward and 
outward toward the bow. If It had been 
the other way. the loss of life -n'ould 
have been rfluch greater.

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SOLA'S KLOXniKIO TROUBLES. 

Knglisb Couipiiiiy Prcnnoter Wrongfully 
Accused and Preparing for 
Damage Suit. 

Seattle, Xnv. 2fi.— The rather sensa- 
tional case nf Arthur E. Iranmonger 
Sola, nu English promoter of Dawson 
mining enterprises, who was arrested in 
the Klondike last summer charged with 
a felony, has tissumed a now phase that 
has again brought it before the popular 
mind in the greatest mining camp on 
the Yukon. Sola, after, being confined 
in the giiol nt Dawsou for a period of 
twelve days, was released and is now 
on his way to England, there to bring a 
damage suit against tlie men who caus- 
ed his arrest. 

The story of Sola's trouble with nn 
English syi'idicute of mining investors re- 
calls the era of specubition and gamb- 
ling in mining options which began ni the 
late summer and early fall of 3807 nnd 
which raged with unoquidlcd viriilence 
for several months. Sola was a promot- 
er, and said to be a very shrewd one. 
He loft Dawson in the spring of this year 
with an option for the purcliase of claim 
X'o. 92 below discovery on Bominza 
crook. Tt is said tlint he placeil his claim 
in London, the purchasers, nn Knglisli 
syndicate represented by A. E. McPar- 
lano, agreeing to buy it of him for .'?-10,- 
(ino. On this nnioiiiit, it is said. .'?1.">,000 
V MS placed oii deiiosit in a bank in es- 
crow pending the final transfer. 

When Sola returned to Diiwson last 
summer to complete the transaction ho 
wnB placed under arrest at the instiga- 
tion of -McFarlnno, it is alleged, on the 
charge of attempting to perpetrate a 
fraud. ni,i right to soil the property was 
qnestioned. Klondikers returning to Se- 
attle Inst summer told of the arrest of 
Sola and it was the general opinion that 
on the trial of the case some interesting 
testimony throwing light on , the methods 
of spccttlation would be brought to light. 

On tlie contrary, however, Sola was 
released within two weeks after his ar- 
rest and the cnse has never been tried. 
More than that. Sola hns, it is now stat- 
ed by Into arrivals from Dawson, secur- 
ed control of the projierty in dispute nnd 
hns commenced work on it, besides jire- 
paring to bring a suit for the false im- 
prisonment aKainst the people who were 
responsible for his incarceration. 

When tlie f'anadian Mounted P(dice 
took Snl.M into custody bis bail was lix- 
erl at .'?:!O.0nn, but his friends were un- 
able to raise the aiiKuinl. When every 
line suiipiised he wouM remiiii in gaol 
until Ills trial, orders were rccidved oni' 
clay frnin a high Canadian olllcial that 
Soln be released. It developed afliu'ward 
that the case against him hail proved so 
weak lifter the Dominicm authorities bad 
invostigatod the matter that it was de- 
cided to droj) the prosecution. 

Sola's friends have claimed all along, 
hacked with evidence, that he was the 
victim nf a conspiracy. It is (daimed 
that certain people interested in the siln 
of the claim on whicii he hail an option, 
and Mdio saw nn opportunity to i>ur- 
chaso it for much leas thnn the original 
price put on it, caused the charge to be 
brought against Sola, For a time he 
was under n cloud, but on his release the 
cnne took a different turn In the minds 
of the people of Dawson. From rolinble 
sources it is now leamcdfthnt Sola has 
brgnn work on the claim arid.thnt he hns 
gone to Bngland to institute ;a suit for 
damnKCB against the men inrho caused his

Dr. Kuyper of Amsterdnm.on the Quor- 
tion of the Phtiippines. 

Rochester, Nov. 21.— An interview on 
the I'hilii)idne question with Dr. Abra- 
ham Kuypor of Amsterdam, Holland, 
who Ii;is been lecturing, at Princeton 
University, nnd who for several days 
past has been a guest of the Rev. Dr. 
Taylor of this .city, has a special inter- 
est because of his pioniiiienee in. his own 
country and because he is about to con- 
fer with I'resident MeKinley on the 
same question. He is one of the pro- 
fessors of the Free University at Am- 
sterdam, the editor of a religious and 
also a political journal, the leader of the 
anti-revolutiQU.. party of Holland and a 
member of the lower house of the Dutch 
legislature. 

When the recent war with Spain broke 
out the feeling in Holhind was strongly 
in favor of Spain. Dr. Kuyper, who 
had taken the trouble to master the mo- 
tives that acfttflted the United States, 
did everything in his i»ower to <M)nnteraet 
this feeling. What he has to say about 
the Philippines is, therefore, dictated by 
sympathy with the United States nnd 
an ardent desire to see them retain the 
position in the world that they now hold. 
He is opiwsed to the surrender of the 
islands to Spain, as it would provoke 
the reaistaiH'e of the nitives and cause 
great shiugbter and bloodshed. 

"It is your duty," he says, "to protect 
them. Neither can you dispose of them 
to any Euroiican i>i>wer without provok- 
ing great international coinplicntions." 
Still, he does not think that tlio.T should 
be annexiMl. "I do not believe that the 
United States wants them," ho contin- 
ues. "You will find no end of trouble 
resulting if you make colonial posses- 
sions of them. You cannot establish 
your form of government there, nnd they 
will lie very difricult to manngo, Y'on 
started out wejl, with high ideals, which, 
I fear, are changed, for we hear much 
of increascil commerce nnd revenues nnd 
new markets ,for your exports. If you 
regard the Philippines as so much giin 
to yourselves, you are merely sinking 
as a moral power, descending to a lower 
plant of national life. Jnst as long as 
commerce goes in for a high moral stnnd- 
nrd it is all right." 

Dr. Kuyper proposes, therefore, that 
the Uniteii State's should help the nntives 
establish a pennanont governinont of 
their own. He tliiid^s an Aiiierican 
protectorate would promote tlieir best 
interests, mora! nnd material, believing 
evidently that the colonial policy that 
irollaiid has pursued should bo the policy 
of the United .States. In ;in address 
befm-e the College AVoiuen's Club of this 
(dty he explained tlmt policy at some 
length. He stiid that originally Holland 
had exploited her colonies for her own 
benefit. Now, however, she derives 
g^reater henelit by leaving them to the 
control of tludr own chiefs. In sujijiort 
of this statement, be pointed to tlie fact 
that the private companies tr.'iiliug w-ith 
them frequently declare dividends of 100 
per cent. 

If, however, tb(> T'liiled States shoulil 
annex the Philippines, he thonglit that 
they Would not be satisfied with them. 
The inference from his statement was 
that he believed that they would follow 
the exanqile of Enclnnd, Fnnce nnd 
Russia and annex other territory. It 
was his opinion that such n policy would 
result only disnstrously In Ihe Unitcfl 
States and destroy the fonndntionB upon 
which it had been bnilt=^

LIQUOR ON PLEBISCITE DAY. 

Montreal Action Arising Out of Its 
Siile Dismissed on Techni- 
cal Grounds. 

From the Montreal Witness. 

.liHlge Curran rendered Judgement thl.s 
niorning In tho ease of Henry TImmIs v. 
IIiTliort Lowds. As already stated, this 
was one nf the Qui Tnm actions taken to 
recover the pennlty Imposed by hiw for 
Infrlagenient of tho Dominion Elections 
Art, on the ground thnt defendant sold 
IntoxIcntliiR Ilqnor on the dny when tho 
plelil.sclte vote wns tnken, nnd thnt the 
provisions of said Elections Act applied 
under the plebiscite stntne. The nc- 
tlon waR met with n demurrer, which was 
fully nrirned on Friday Inst, nnd reported 
in the Witness of the same date. 

In rendering judgment thin morning the 
Court, held, In the first plnc^, thnt the 
objection rnlsed by the defence ns to the 
nnconstltntlonnllty of section 8;t of the 
Dominion Tvlectlons Act and section of 
the ricl>lni'ltc .\ct could not ntnnd, and 
bnlli cliuisi's miiHt be declared not to he 
ultra virca. However, tho further objec- 
tion rnlspd ngnlnst the nctlort, on the 
Kioiniil Hint the required nfndnvlt lind not 
been lileil before taking out tho nctlon 
was a more serious one. To avoid collu- 
sion, a special law had been^eoaeted 
quiring nn affidavit previous to taking 
Qui Tani actions, by which It Is declared 
that tlie proceedings about to bo Instltn- 
ted are not with a view to protect the 
defendant and prevent other proceedings. 
This was II condition "sine qua iiou" for 
piiinilar actions. 'riii> Court fiirtlior hi-lil 
tliiil the statute ri'fcrr.Ml to aiipllcit In the 
mesciir case, and the aflldavft not h:ivlng 
been given, the deimirer must be inabitaln- 
cd and the action dismissed.

reconunend my .directors that our com- 
pany build independent pile and trestle 
additions to the present bridges, or, if 
f(.'asible, to uiiy proposcil new bridges 
over James Buy und Koek Bay, of sulU- 
(-■ient strength to carry any of our cars 
with any number of piissongcrs, uud to 
be used for our Lralllc only, uud wo to 
take upon ourselves the complete main- 
feuance of and resiKinsibility for such 
bridges when eoastructed. And iu re- 
gard to the Point lOllice bridge, I would

ponsution the city agree to extend the 
present excmptiQn from taxation on our 
leal property within the city limits for 
a further period of five yours.

to cope with, ^tbe b'oya,. and^uotlilng 
scorned to have been done by the city.

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THE LAW. OP ENGLAND. 

Atloriioy-fJononil I'oIloeU, spcnkiiif; in 
llii' Hi-ilisli lliMise Df ('ominous in ri'i^ai'il 
to criticisms iniidc in i-cg:U(l to Lortl 
Abingcr, one of Hor Miijesty's judges, 
tsaid: 

"f^ord Al)inK(>r's conduct is a fair snl)- 
ji'ct of i)ii1)Iic discussion, ■•iiul lu' is vc- 
spouBible to iniblic opinion. 'I'liis bolds 
a salutary check over judicial conduct 
and over the conduct ot public function- 
aries of nil kinds." 

Sir (Jcoi^'c .Tosacl, ono of the f-'rcatcst 
jurists who ever occupied a soilt upon the 
Britisli bench, said: 

"[ say that ;i judjic should bo most 
careful to see that a cause cannot bci 
fairly prosceutiMl lo a hearing unless this 
extreme mode of dealing with persons 
bi-ouKhl. liel'ore hint on aecusalions for 
contempt of court sliovdd lie adopted." 

The News-Advertiser, which holds that 
the British constitution does not aiijily to 
British Columbia, claims that no news- 
paper may criticize the act of a judge. 

UXFAIIl COMMENTS. 

We wish to draw attention to the fact 
that tlie News- Advertiser attempts to 
l)rojudice the mind of tin- public and 
of the court against the Colonist, by an 
article reproduced elsewhere. 

Wo also print the article from tlte 
Times, to which reference was made in 
the Colonist on Sunday. Those two 
articles bristle with vindictiveness and 
partizan spit(>. 

In quoting these extracts, without abat- 
ing on jot or title of its cliihn that tlie 
free people of the British realm hnve the 
right to criticize the public acts of public 
men, the Colonist alllrms that the inter- 
pretation i)ut by llie Times and News- 
Advertiser upon the language of the arti- 
cles, for which proceedings in cotitenipl 
Inivc been taben, is a false ami malicious 
inter|)relati(>u, and is warrinted neither 
l)y the plain and ordinary meaning of the 
lahguase employed, nor by any con8tru<;- 
tion that can be placed upon it, but is a 
l);iso and unwarranted ascriiilion of mo- 
tives 1o the Colonist by tbe Times iind 
the News-Advertiser, controlled respecti- 
vely by Seruitor Tcmplcman and Finance 
Minister Cotton, with the intent of pre- 
judieiug Messrs. Kills and Lugrin befpro 
the court and before the bar of public 
opinion, and for the express purpose of 
using the Supronic court of British Co- 
lumbia for the furtherance of their poli- 
tical ends and their private aninuisilies. 



TUB UNIT OF RErRBSENTATION. 

Our correspondent, "J. P. B.," directs 
attention to the probable unit of rep- 
resentation after the ne.Kt decennial cen- 
sus. ITp is not quite correct in saying 
that the Colonist took the unit of dis- 
tribution at the last census as its guide. 
The Colonist was discussing a proposi- 
tion laid down by the Columbian, and 
for the purpose of meeting its contcni- 
l)()rary's argument, accepted the unit 
suggested by the Columbian. We ex- 
pressly stated that we had not verified 
the calculation. Yet on looking into the 
matter it appears that our corresponilent 
in right and that the unit suggested by 
the CoUunbiun is substantially that em- 
ployed :tt the last census. It is obvious 
that this is likely to bo altered in 1901. 

In 1Si)l the population ot Quebec was 
1,488,S5.'5. The increase in the previous 
decade Wiis loss th.an 10 per cent. If wo 
assurn{> an increase of 10 per cent, for 
the current decade, Quebec's population 
in 1901 will be 1,637,380. This divided 
by 05, the fixed number of repi-esenta- 
tivcK for Quebec, gives a unit of rep- 
resenlation substantially 25,01)0. British 
Ooluml)ii would not, therefore, ho on- 
titled to seven members until its popula- 
tion exceeds 102,500, that is, until it is 
nn)re than six and a half times the unit. 

Wi; luive already shown that from the 
best data now available the population of 
the province will reach 164,000 by .Tuly 
1st, 1890, and if the "\'!incouvor World 
is right about th(" present population of 
\'ancouver, tbe lignres ought to lie 1(17, - 
000. Either nundier is more th;m sulllci- 
ciil to entitle us to seven repres(>ntativcs. 
'I'here is a fair prospect tlnit by .Inly Isl. 
1901. we may have at least 200,000 popu- 
lation. This estimale is not at ail un- 
reasonalile. It only cills for an increase 
of :i.'!,000 people in (wo years. If the 
prospects of railway construction are re- 
alized this increase will be more than 
madc. Thif. woiild entitle us to eight rep- 
resentatives after the next census, pro- 
vided that the population of Quebec has 
not. increased more than, 15 per cent., 
which is improbablcv We think that the 
liiOrb the matter Is looked Into, the more 
clearly it will appear that, if it is con- 
stitutional to interfere; with the repre- 
sentation of the province at the next ses- 
«ioii of parliament, British Columbia 
might properly be glrcn another reprc- 
eentativo, and that after 1901 the prov- 
ince will ho entitled to at least two more 
members that it now has. 



THE CANADIAN WATHnWAYS. ^ 

Considerable attention is being directed 
in New York just now to the formidable 
competition which the Canadlon water 
route to the ocean is making ngnlnst the 
rail route via New York. It is pointed 
out, whereas a few years ago Now York 
controlled 57 per cent, of ' the ocgim 
traffic of the United States, its share^OSija; 
fallen to 45 per coot. In other vioMa 



New York i| not keeping pace with the 
rest of the country. .Avcohsiderablo por- 
tion of this loss is accounted for by the 
business diverted by the Canadian can- 
als. The renuMly proposed is to improve 
the Erie Canal and New York harbor. 
Sometliing may be accomplished in' tfij^ 
way, but the fact remains that the St. 
Lawrence is the great initural summer 
highway from the ocean to the centre of 
tbe continent, and if commerce is pro- 
viiied a nu'ans by which it can find its 
way along this route, anything which 
New York can do will not he sulUcicnt 
to keep an enormous and constantly in- 
creasing share of the trade of tin; Middle 
"West from seeking Canailian chinnels. 
The Canadian canal system will not be 
coiniT'lcte until -large ocean going steam- 
ers can during the season of navigation 
sail to the head of Luke Superior and 
there take on cargoes for any part of 
the world. This is posf.ible now to ves- 
sels of a certain tonnage. It ought to be 
made possible for vessels of large size, 
for the time has come when large vessels 
will do the carrying trade of the wm-ld. 
Nothing more fully justilies the course 
luirsucd by the (Jonservativo government 
in rcgfird to the canals than these stnte- 
UH'nts from New York. The pulrlic will 
wnteli with greater interest to see if the 
present government is able to keep the 
vantage ground already gained and meet 
any effort that may ho put forward in 
New York or elsewhere to divert tralllc 
from the Dominion. 



FAIR PLAY TO 

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

• The Columbian is much impressed by 
the claim nnido by the Colonist for an 
additional per capita allowance for Brit- 
ish Columbia liending the t iking of the 
next census, but asks how we would 
suggest that the government can arrive 
at nn estimate of the population until a 
census has been taken. It does not oc- 
cur to us that (his is a very ditlicull mat- 
ter. All the world knows that there has 
been a great increase in the population 
since 1S91, and that this Increase is go- 
ing on. This incroiiso being of an ex- 
eiMitional churacter. exceptional treat- 
ment is called for. There is no necessity 
for a close enumeration of the popula- 
tion. If the federal government tliiuks 
it right that the province should receive 
some consiileration, the niinisti'rs can. 
with the assistance of (he members from 
the province and the local government, 
easily arrive at an amount that would 
lie reasonable under the circtimstanecs. 
I'arlianu'nt would accept the iissurance 
of the ministry that there is good grounil 
for believing that such an increase has 
taken place as might be agreed upon. 

'J'he method by which the increase 
slujidd be got are the sauu' as the Co- 
lumbian <ir '.he C(donist would adopt in a 
like case. .V Kootenay gentleman, who 
called on the Colonist last week, made 
a list of the towns, in that portion of the 
province ami appended to each a very 
conservative estinmte of the jiopubilion. 
When he had added it U]) he saiil: '"I'hnre 
are thirty thousand people living 
where, when I came to the coun- 
try six years ago, there were not five 
hundred." It is easy to make an esti- 
mate of the towns which have sprung 
into existence since 1801. It is easy to 
make a moderate estimate of how many 
people live in them. It Is onsy to ascer- 
tain whether Victoria, Vancouver. Na- 
nimo. New Westminster and the towns 
along the C.P.R. have gained much in 
population since 1891. The calculation 
need not be close. British Columbia 
would be content with a roasnnalile mea- 
sure of fair |)lay. Tbe Dominion govern- 
ment, if it sees fit, can without any dif- 
ficulty present a case to parlinmcnt 
which will warrant a reeiuost for nn ad- 
ditional allowance to this province. This, 
we remind the Columbinn, rests not only 
upon the groat increases in our popula- 
tion, but upon (he large proporliomitc 
contribution which the people of British 
Columbia pay into the federal revenue. 
Tho request is not for the application of 
(he rule laid down in the B. N. A. act, 
but for a measure of reasonable fair 
play in keeping with the very greatly al- 
tered conditions of the province since 
1891. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA MINES. 

In the course of an appreciative article 
upon mining investments in British Oo- 
Inmbi.t, the Toronto Globe says that min- 
ing in Ibis province has passed o\it of 
" (he placer stage." We take exception 
to this expression, although not to the 
idea which the Globe desired to convoy 
when using it. The idea of our Toronto 
coiitompnrary was lo draw a distinction 
between the speculative nature of placer 
mining and the investment character of 
producing lode mines, a distinction which 
camiot be too strongly impressed upon 
the public mind. It has alrcaily been 
denumstrated that many of our gold and 
silver lode mines are good investments 
for other than spoculntlvo purposes. As 
is the case with every other investment 
that I'an hi' iiameil, there is always a 
possibility that a mine will cease lo pay 
dividends, but a man takes no greater 
risk in putting his money into a iiaying 
British Columbia gold or silver mine 
than in investing it in anything else. 

But while this is true, British Colum- 
bia has far from passed out of tho "plac- 
er stage." Plncor mining will for years 
to cotnc occupy a very prominent place 
in our prbviiidnl Industries. A vast area, 
an area to be monsured only by scores of 
thousands of square miles remains sub- 
stantially unproHpocfed. No one sus- 
pected the ,exl8tei}ce pf .the placers at 
Atllri, yet we now know that a large area 
of excellonr. ground exists there. How 
extensive it is only several seasons' op- 
orations can determine. Hundreds of 
creeks, gulches, bars i^nd benches have 
not yet boon disturbed by the proapoet- 
nr's pick all over central and northern 
British Columbia. For an area almost 
ns great as Ontario the placer stage in 
British bolumbia has not yet begun. 

Moreover the possibilities before hy- 



draulic mining in this province are great 
and have only been very iueagcrly;.tttil 
ized. "We are aware that 'the Globe 
would not desire to underrate these. 
What is ordinarily called placer mining 
Is always more or less of a speculation, 
but hydraulic mines are as safe an in 
vestment ns lode initios and Bomctiuies 
even more so. The extent of a gold 
bearing gravel deposit, its richness to tbe 
cubic yard, evenness of the distribution 
of the gold, the cost of saving it and 
the other primary factors Roing to deter- 
mine tho value of a hydraulic proposi 
tion can all be ascertained in advance 
with a very close appro.'cimation to ah 
solute accuracy. No oiu> \vill pretend to 
limit tho extent of tho hydraulic propn 
sitlous in' British Coliimbrn. They arc 
known to be many nnd very extensive, 
although the exploitation of most ot them 
will depend upon the improvement of the 
facilities for transiiortatiou.

Whit w 
understand by a party organ is ono thtit 
whos(i expres.sions can be taken to com 
mit its par(y to tho views expressed 
Caimda bns few such papers. Another 
■definition might be that a party organ 
is a newsjiapcr, which expresses no opin- 
ion without first ascertaining how soini' 
political loader views the Huhject unit- 
tor. There nre more papers of this clas.s 
than of tho other. Wo fancy, however, 
that most papers are liko the Colonist, 
coniniitled to one party or the other in 
a general way, and making the best but 
tie they can for tho interests of their 
[larty without prejudicing what they 
think are tho intercuts of the country, 
Most newspaper men know that public 
opinion is not fornu'd by liald asser- 
tions, but by a process of growth. Every 
newspaper man who has nttomptcil to 
lead jniblic opinion, will lioar us nut in 
saying that it is the coii.'-stant nioderito 
presentation of a case tlnit wins in the 
long run. All nttempts to force public 
oj)inion nre attended with great risk. 
Tlie public know how to discriniinnto 
between sincerity and partizanship. 



Theoretically there ought to be .?700,- 
000,000 of gold coin in tho United States. 
This amount is arrived nt by adding iii> 
(ho various amounts coined by the mints 
since ciiinnge began. As a matter of 
f.'ict there it not nearly this amount iu 
the country ns far ns any ono din find 
out. .\n estimate was madi> some time 
ago which shnweil that tliere was proli- 
ably less than !?400,00O.OO0 nil told in 
circulation, that is theoreticall.v in cir- 
culation. Gold coin held in tho banks 
or the United States troii.«ury is theorot 
ieally in cireuhitioii, because it is avail 
able for circulation at any time. It woulil 
be an interesting thing to discover where 
tho rest of the coinage has gone to. 
About one half the gold coins issiii>d 
from the l.'nitcil States iiiiuls have ilis- 
ai)|ieared. A certain proportion liavi 
been ex|)ortod, hut the greater part of 
the ex]iorte(I gold is in the shape of 
bullion nnd not as coin, for there is 
always a slight loss on coin due to ah 
rasion, which makes it undesirable for 
pun>oses of export. Of tbe coin exiwrted 
a large jiroportion has been brought back 
again. It will probably remain an in- 
soluble problem to detormino whore snc h 
.•1 v.'ist amount of missing coin has gimi 
in less than fifty years. Think of it 
About .$7,000,000 of gold has ilisapjieared 
every year the United States during 
tho last half century. 

If Mr. .1. M. Brown has < 
rectly reported Ids discovery of a human 
skeleton near Atlin hike, be has literill.v 
unearthed sumething of oxtraordiimr.v 
in(eres(. He speaks of digging below tin 
remains of "an extinct glacier." The 
extinction of n glacier implies a great 
climatic change and u Iohr lipso of time. 
The thrive feet of moss imply many 
years during which vegetadoii was uiidis 
turbed. The accumulation of two feet 
of soil below the moss i-mpllos another 
long period of rest. Tbe burdened glao 
ier dust calls for n still longer period. 
Boncntli these the skeleton is said to 
have been found. If thi^ is an accurate 
statement the skeleton is pre-glncial 
AVhat antiquity this would imply is 
purely a matter of conjecture. Glacial 
action has boon more recent in the Pa 
cilic Northwest than elsewhere. In fact 
it is going on at present in more than 
a Inindreii (liffercnt localities. It is to 
be hoped that ."\Ir. Brown will ninkc as 
full a statcnieiit as possible of his di 
covery. 



The News-Advertiser thinks it luis 
completely answered the Colonist's con- 
tention, that the police magistrate of Vic- 
toria should have a salary largo cnniigb 
to live on and he forbidden to practice lii.s 
profession, by iiointing out that .Vttor- 
ney-( ieni'ral lOberts took n. contrary view 
in regard to the similar olllco in Van- 
couver.

PBOCEKDINGS IN CONTEMPT. 

(Irossly (Jiitragcous Cominents by Two 
Leading (jovcrnincnt Organs. 

Kroai the A'ancouver Nows-AilvertlKcr. 

We cannot too stron(;ly condeniii llie 
I'oiitents of an article which apiieariil a 
few days ago in the Cidonist in refer- 
ence to (he fact that Mr. .lustice Martin 
is hearing the Kast LiUooet election peti- 
tion case. On the ground that Mr. .lus- 
tice Martin, before his elevation to tho 
bench, took a part in tbe recent iirovin- 
cial elucth)ns, tlu' Colonist luactii ally 
suggests that it is improper for him to 
hear .any case coiinc(!ted with tbe elce- 
tions. It does not venture to say that 
Mr. .lustice .Martin has given tlu^ least 
iadicntioii that ho will permit pii.st politi- 
cal alllliations to ]\nvv any weight M'ith 
liini in the perforninnco ot^ his duties as 
ii nu'inlier of the judiciary. Still less 
(lues it jiretcnd that there has heea any 
intimalioji from any (luarti'r that siicli 
a tiling Is probable. But all the same 
it attempts in the most cowardly man- 
lier to cast a slur on the youngest nieiii- 
liiT of the .Snpreiiii' court bench liy iii- 
siiiini.ting that tlic iiroiier course to pur- 
siii" umler (he idrcunistanees would be 
for biin to refus" to hear any of those 
election cases. It would he ditiiciilt to 
conceive a more contemptible course for 
anyone to adopt — to insinuate some- 
thing without the least pretence that 
there is any justification for such an in- 
siiimition. The Colonist knows very 
w(dl that it is impoBsible for Mr. .Tustico 
^Iiirtiii to defend himself against iit- 
(ucUs of (his kind. Were it otherwise, 
it is iinprobahle even its .senseless rage 
at the disaster which lias overtaken it 
nnd its party -would have causiHl the 
Colonist to make an a (tack on a member 
of the judiciary, which every honest anil 
fMir-uiinded iierson, whatever his politi- 
<'iil predilections, must most strongly 
oi.iidemn. 

The articl(> is the more inexciisMblo 
liccaiu;!' it is only a few weeks since the 
("oloiiist went out of its way to di'iire- 
cnti^ a suijKestioii made, m-c think, by 
.'\Ir. .lustice .\lartin himself that it niigb't 
be c(>iisiil(>reil in better taste if he shoiilil 
refuse lo iiresiile over any of t!ies<' elec- 
tion cases. The Coloni-^t was not able 
tlii'ii to si'C any reason for snrli a course, 
and plainly said so. AVIiat has eaiiseil 
such a change in its views as is dis- 
closed by this coiili'iniitilile and cowiird- 

1. v insinuation that Mr. .lustice Martin 
is likely to hnve hi.s conclusions warped 
by past political sympa tines'? It is not 
diflleult to give an answer. Because 
the fool's paradise in which the Colonist 
has been living has been destroyed by 
the result of the Ksqulmnlt election case. 
Disappointment has made it desperate, 
and it is reckless in the dtstrihutioti of 
its abuse. The revelations— partial 
though they were, on account of the 
nliandonmcnt of the seat by the oprx's'- 
(ioii candidale— in the Bsquimnlt case, 
showed conclusively the methods adopt- 
ed by members and supporters of tbe 
lute government to retain power. There 
is little difference lietwecn such methods 
nnd attacks like that of the Oolonist 
(in Mr. .lustice JIartin. Both nnist bo 
condemned. Both will lie regarded as 
soiuething that cannot be tolerated in 
tlio conduct of decent and honest poli- 
tics. 

There is still another ph.'ise of this 
iiiiittcr. Tliiit is tbe altpnii>t. to bring 
the judiciary into ilisreimle in order to 
further poliliciil ends. In no couiitr.v 
ill the world is there more anxiety to 
niaintiiin a high standard of morality 
an iiitegrily in the judiciary than is 
fniiiul in the British IOni|iire. It is not 
enough that tli;it high standard of ex- 
<'elleiic(> is attaineil. It is contra bonos 
mores to bint that a deeliniition from it 
is possible. The f'olonist's orfeiici" is, 
therefore, of the rankest kind. It can- 
not oblilei-ati' the recollection of its 
fault, but it can extenuate it in some 
degree by a complete witlidrawnl of the 
aspersions whii'b it hasi no recklessly 
cast on a niemhor of the Supreme court 
of this province.

Few who have obsi'rved the extraor- 
dinary course of the Oolonist since the 
opening of the election petition trials will 
he anywise nstnnishotl to Icnrn that 
stf'pH have at length been taken to put 
a stop to that conduct. Wehiivc purpose- 
ly refrained from making any conunents 
upon tbe aniiizing utterances of the Col- 
onist resiiectliig Mr. .lustice Martin and 
the cases being tried before him, but we 
must confess that grosser, more unwar- 
rantable and more audacious violations 
of the privileges of the press we never 
witnessed.

He came down from the 
AlJin countrj- in company with his near- 
est neighbor, Capt. J. Ii. Sperry, of 
Taeonia, ami agrees with that geiUlo- 
nian ia his prediction that the possibili- 
ties of the Atliu country are infinitely 
greater than tllose of the Klondike. 

"They say the dirt isn't half as rich 
as the Upper Yukon ground," saitl Jlr. 
^lathesoa in conversation at the Do- 
minion yesterday. " 'Well, what if it 
isn't'.' It don't cost oae-half or oue- 
quurter as much to get li> it and get it 
out, or to live while you're doing it. 
Take my own o iiericncc. I've been 
two montlis and a half on my claim 
and took .f3,lUU net: out of it. That's 
t|ie sort of a proposition it is. Si>erry 
has been washing his dirt from tlie sur- 
face down — that's hi.s system — and saved

The Atlins 
are essentially snimiier diggings, and 1 
know of no camp where the climate is 
better suited to mining. The season 
will open towards the closing of April, 
'I'he riehi!st thing, to my notion, in the 
cituip is the (luartu discovery of Ui'dman, 
on the shores of 'Pakii Arm, about L'.'i 
miles west of Atlin City.

He said yesterday tliat the chances arc 
good for gold discoveries all the way 
from .\tlin to Tcslln, with perhaps the 
o.tQ|ution of a small strip between the 
nii^Sj^'nd of Surprige lake and Davis 
cr^^9ftr Sucker lake, as it is better 
kii^Plr As Surprise hike is just on 
the British Cohimbin side ot the bound- 
ar.v, and Davis creek a short di.stance 
over in the Northwest Territories sidi?, 
this Would mean IhiU there is not likely 
to be great trouble Just at this point of 
difllculties belweca ])roviiieial and Do- 
niiniiai olllcials over claim locations. 

Mr. I.,und found gold in two creeks 
tiff Davis l,il;e, but did not have time 
to prospect there this autmnii, as the 
season was too far adviinccd.

Already peo- 
ple are getting supplies sent in over the 
White liass riiihvay to the sunnnit, and 
from there will liniil their stuff to Otter 
lake and ^vait lllilil the lake freezes over, 
so as to ulilize the ice surface. Atlin 
lake and the head of Taku Ann will he 
frozen over before tliit, so there will be 
no ililllculty in getting right to discovery, 
where some 2.")0 people are wintering. 

Mr. Lund came out from Atlin about 
flic end of October, but nffierwards re- 
turned to Bennett, nnd on November If) 
saw Captain Oartwrlght, of the N. W. 
.M. P., who, with a companion, came out 
in a small boat, the' last before naviga- 
tion closed. 

Everyone is predicting a lively time at 
Atlin ill the spring, and from what Jlr. 
Lund says, it looks as though Victoria 
merchants will have to hustle or other 
cities will get ahead of them in captur- 
ing the business.

War He Considers a Necessary 
Evil, tlie Medicine of the 
Body Poll'tld: ■ ^ 7

Now York, Nov. 2(5.— Roar-Admiriil 
Winfiold Scott Schley was the guest of 
■honor at a banquet givou ti>night by tliu 
Lotus Club at their homo on Fifth avc 
■ Jiuo. President Frank Lawrence pre 
sided, and KOuted with luni at the gue.sts' 
table were also Bishop Totter, Admiral 
Brbscn, Captain Sigsbee, General AV. V. 
ltaudolph,.Ohauucey M. Depew, Colonel 
S. G; Ingcreoli, Alnibn Goodwin, Kov. 
Minot W. Sava^'o and Captain Mahon. 
Mr. Lawrence iiilrodiiced Kear-Adniiral 
■iJchley, who was accorded ii trenu'udous 
ovation as he rose to speak: 

"Howevor well our work was done," 
ho said, " the' wrecks lyins on the east- 
ern end of Cuba tell the l)etter Htory. 
It is curious how little things detennine 
results. On July 2ud. by some of the 
striuige emotions of telepathy, I felt 
that an outward movement liad been de- 
termined on, and tried to connect the 
fiflcr an<l forward engines of my ships, 
jret I feared to bo caught in an opera- 
tion of h.irdly one lionr. Itut 1 was 
told tlmt the full speed of four engines 
.and one half lioilor power was greater 
than two engines and full boUer power, 
so I risked it. Much has been risked m 
battle. It appeared tlmt at the very 
hour 1 was occupying my mind with this 
question, Cervera had plnuncd hia at- 
tempt to escape. . 

"Another curious fact tvas their 
army's retreat to the Kills to the -vest 
of Santiago, and our army's rapidly " los- 
ing about them. The insurgents tool; 
possession of the block houses to the 
uumber of six and burned thein. U hat 
was .the number of ships in Cervera s 
fleet, iind he thought it was a signal to 
us of their intended movemeut. Aiul 
lie thought to fool the Yankees and re- 
main. That little fact' determined the 
result* 

"The discipline was so- conipl''^'* 
the men oil Santiago so vigilant that 
the movement of the enemy's ileet was 
simultaneously discovered in every ship. 
UMie jiiomont chosen by Cervera was 
o'clock in the morning. lie assumed 
that we would be at (piarters, and we 
wore. In three minutes the at-tion Inu 
commenced. They came in beautiful 
order, technically a column, under higli 
pressure of steam. Signals wore niad( 
to close in and clear for action, followed 
bv a general inward movement. 

Guns were oponed. Such a boin_- 
bardincnt as followed in the ne.xt la 
minutes ra.-elv falls to the experience of 
anyone. The batteries east aud west of 
the harlior oiiened on the vessels. ihe 
tiring was of a kind that can only come 
with modern rapid-firing guns. ihe 
storm of projectiles that passed about 
us was simply terrific. I stood on. the 
bridge to bettor determine which of 
three methods to pursue. The move- 
ment was made ,iyestward,ithe ;mOet vul- 
nerable to the enemy. We followed at 
high speed until ;We determined that the 
atutude of the' enemy, was flight. 

"The result ■"in" 20 -irilnutcs was that 
four of the enemy's ships were dcstroyinl 
and on fire, in retreat to the beacli, aud 
two remained, the Vizcaya and the 
Colon, which put their helms aport and 
attempted to escape to the west, pursued 
by all of our fleet except two, who re- 
xnaincd l)chiud for humanity's sake and 
to save life, winch is coniiiion to civil 
ijsed warfare. Fifty-nine niimitcs from 
the time the Teresa and the 0(iuendn 
commenced llight they suffered terribly. 
It was the first time I havi^ ever seen 
shingles literally Hy from a ship. They 
wore pierced by 100 projectiles, the 
water mains cut and set on tire. One 
shell alone killed and wounded 80 per- 
sons. 

"At 11:05 o'clock the Teresa had 
made a inovenH.'iit as if to put to sea 
She received three shells, one striking 
the after part of the ship and the others 
striking in the forward parts almve the 
bolt- Fire and smoke hurat from her 
port-holes, tlame and smoke from her 
liatchways. I thought she would cap- 
Hize, HO heavy was her list to port. Sh 
tired one shot to leeward, hauled down 
her colors and made for the beach to 
UBve her people. 

"The Colon steamer up then out of 
range and I directed Oapt. Oqok of the 
Brooklin to go to dinner and the same 
signal was sent to the Oregon. Then I 
set to work the fircipealand'coalheav.firs, 
those noble, silent,, efBective workers 
upon whose efforts wb were to depend 
After 80 minutes of good speeding we 
gained so much on the Colon that I sig- 
nalled Cnpt. Cook of the Oregon to let 
go one of his railway trains. 

"One of his 13-inch guns was fired 
and the shot fell just astern. Then the 
Brooklyn fired an 8-incli shell which fell 
.about an equal distance ahead. The 
third shot struck. Tlien the Rr.xiklyn 
fired an 8-incli shell which struck on her 
•quarter and wrecked the cahin aud every- 
thing in it. We were then coming up 
witliia range. Seeing tin; danger she was 
in, the Colon tired a gun leeward and 
then ran ashore. C'apt. (!ook, flag cap- 
tain, was sent to demand an luicoiidi- 
tioiial snrrend(>r, whieli was granted.

U. S. Postmaster-General Recommends 
Them for Beyelopmient of Aiineri- 
•■; . .. -i^ c'ah'.'^^ ■ 

] WasWngton^^NoY, 25.— The '^iccesslty for 
the ;ui>l>'ulldlng. of the .American; ocean. ship- 
ping;.' particularly In t^eAairecUonifof fast 
mall steamers, capable of conversion Into 

auxiliary cnilsprs. Is treated at length la 
the annual report of Clnirlts Emory Smith,, 
postmaster-general. He says: 

"Tho act of 18U3 Invested the postmnstoc- 
gcncrol with authority to enter Into such 
contracts for tho carrying of mulls on 
.\mcrlcau steamships as la his judgment 
will best subserve and promote tUe postal 
aud eoninierelal Interests of tlie United 
iStatos. The llrst frnlts of tills act were 
the powerful Kteauiers, whU^li, couvertetl 
Into armed cruisers, rendered such useful 
service in the war with Spain. They wctB 
eiui'loyed In carrying the malls across the 
Atlantic and ooinpare favorably with the 
Atlantic steamers under any ling. 

"lJut the act further provides tlmt the 
niiiU service in lines thus created should bo 
e(piltably distributed among the Atlantic, 
Mexican Gulf and PaclUc ports. In ac- 
cordance with this provision,', lines, have 
been established to ports In the Gulf of 
.Me.\leo and the steamers recently launch- 
ed for this service, and Just now uudergo- 
Ing Inspection by a naval oflicer, will be 
available as cruisers sh(}iild they be neeil- 
ed la a futun.' enuTgeucy. 

"Xo Hues have thus far been eslahllshed 
under this act oa the L'acllic and the re- 
quirement oC an equitable distribution, 
Wbich enjoys attention In thnt direction. Is 
forced- and accentuated l)y the recent ex- 
pansion of America hitercBts on that ocean.

<'veral tlmi's the amount a-hed. Flniilly 
the English ("arllst asserts that niui'h niori' 
lUDuev would have been secured had It not 
been for the fact that Don Carlos stipulated 
that there should be no assistance from 
.lews, as he Is apprehensive of their obtain- 
ing llnanclnl control of the monarchy. It 
Is as.serted that the Spanish government 
have known f(n- some time that Don Carlos 
possessed an .iiMuy. organizi'd Into battal- 
ions and batteries. otllcere<l and largely 
armed. lint the Spanish ministers counted 
ui his failure to secure funds. Therefori 
Ihe Spanish government Is said to he panic 
stricken .■iiid to he eiuieavorlag to make the 
S|)anlards helleve thnt (irr^at Ilrltnlu has 
agreed to flnnnee Don Carlos and tlmt he 
In return has undertaken to eede the Canary 
Islands to Great Britain In the event of 
cess.

FRANCE HAS BKIBED ITALY. 

Admits AVines at Low Duties and Ex- 
pects Support of Formidable 
iS'avy. 

London, Nov. 2(1.— Ernnce and Italy, after 
a decade of tarItT warfare have surprised 
their friends and enemies by eoncludlng n 
cimimcrcial treaty which promises to shift 
th(' bnhuu'e of i)ower In Europe. Hut for 
the frh'udsldp of the Unlte<l States, which 
emboldens Great Rrltain to comparative In- 
dlfterenee regarding Continental eomhlna- 
tloas, tho liiitlsh would lie ainruied at 
this prospect of Italy deserting the Triple 
.\IIIance. and nddlug her formidable navy 
to the Franc(vliusslnn compact, which Is 
held to be the Inevitable result of a re- 
union of the two eustrnngcd Latin na- 
tions. 

The critics lieri' deem the treaty to be 
a si-quel to the Enshodn Ini'ldent. France's 
decline In Egypt opeiKMl iier eyes to the 
necessity of IiicronBlng the number of her 
friends. This fiiet has hastened tho ne- 
gotlntlons with Italy and will give her 
weaker neighbor tho benellt of a minimum 
tariff long aud vainly sought by the lat- 
ter. 

Tho Italians estimnte that under the now 
arrangement a million hectolitres of heavy 
southern wines, which are used in mix- 
ing the lighter French wlues, will lii' ex- 
ported to France annually, resulting In a 
grent Impetus to Italian Industry. In 
return France expects to remove the dan- 
ger of having to cope with tho Italian 
navy In the Mediterranean In the event 
of a German war and also nullify Ger- 
mnny's policy of Isolating France. 

Free trade Britain has no siibsldv she 
can offer to maintain Italy's support, tint 
in the present position of :he world's poli- 
tics, she Is not so solltlous for It as she 
should have been a year ago. "What Great 
Britain loses In Italy," the Westminster 
Ctizettc declares, "sbo gains In the Philip- 
pines."

Tho plot is old enough to 
boast of patriarchinl or even popiilistic 
whiskers; tlie (lialogni: teems with " tin- 
liaud-me-villaiu " aud " ah-ha-at-last-we- 
meet f^familinr phrases; while the. thril- 
ling 'niechahicai effects (the steamb'Oat 
race, for instancfe), are about as'excitluB 
as a funeral stuck in the mud. /;>There 
are, nevertheless, not a few good things 
about the play, ovon as produced last 
c\euing, whicli atone in measure for its 
crudities in bolli construction and iii- 
terpretati(m. It affords Victor .Moore 
iipporlunity to do some clever comedy 
work in his own Matsones(iue nuiiiner; 
and shows Miss Anna Uollinger to have 
as yet undeveJoiied but iione the less 
striking dramatic talent. Her Clyde 
Uarrold, despite its hick of linish, was 
full of strong and e.xpressivc gestur 
well-used dialect plirasing, and lire that, 
intelligeiitii utilized, would la? hailed as 
that of a great stage genius. Then

The sale 'of .seats for '"Sowing tlio 
Windj" which' is the bill at the Victoria 
to-morrow night, opens nt 9 a jn. to-day at 
Ihe Victorhi Book & Stationery Store 
The play is described by critics as as 
strong a social study us the stage htis 
olTerod in many years. The subject is 
Ihe old story of the inciiuulity of the 
se.\es. l)iit the treatment of the theme is 
new aiid origitril. I'rior to the events of 
the play, Mr. Brabazon became ennnior 
ed with a young woman beneath his 
social stiitioii. Marriage lietwecu them 
not been in (mler, according to the social 
dictum, she coiiseiUed to an uuHain-tilied 
reliilionship. This was soon dissolved 
tliroiigli an unoxpoctcd riv,il. Lord Pet- 
worth, who convinced his closest friends 
and he (Brabazon) that she was the vie 
tim of disloyalty.

This letter serves to satisfy the daughter 
that her mother -was a- loyal and-meanly 
dose rted>.w9mah,V and , she lodgc^i the.^ aiu 
of it iill against her unknown father. 
Later the girl reveals her identity ns his 
child to Brabazon by the use of her 
mother's real name. He makes due ac- 
knowledgment, and the lovers receive liis 
blessing. * 

An announcement in tho lino of laugh- 
ing shows for Saturday evening is Mil- 
ler and Freeman's popular musical farce, 
".■\t Gay Cuiu'y Lslanil." The principal 
claim to fame for this production it is 
dep.irturo from the ordinary groove. It 
is believed seashore incidents wore not 
used for stage purposes up to the advent 
of this play. Tliat there should be limit- 
loss opportunities for humorous drama- 
tic coiistruetioiL from this theme should 
have long since occurred to tho play- 
wriKht.

Gcnoral Y;ini!if,'al!i Boi-oincs Prinio Min- 
ister— Tliu tlovemiUL'ut Dnuvii 
From Two Fauiilie.'f. 

The ascendancy ot the qnnsl-niilltnry. or 
"active foreign policy" party In .Iiipan Is 
well Indicated in the .<ieIection ot (icneral 
ManiulH YaiJingata, the hero of the war 
that bronght Japan to the status of adult 
among the iiaUons, Jis premier ot the em- 
pire—news of which was received by the? 
Olenogle on Sundey morning. Tlie new 
premier Is understood to cuntcmpiaie a 
vigorous, or,«ven aggressive foreign pol- 
icy, and the Immediate undertaking of 
Important defence works In various parts 
of the empire. Much Is expected ifrom 
hini by the native press. Which joints to 
the fact tbat ho Is not what has come to 
be termed a •'profes.slnnni politician," and 
urges him to pursue the simple, courage- 
ous and straightforward course that Is 
natural to him and worthy of a .Tapanese 
ofllccr.

Captain Muttliow lioopo, of tlao Britisli 
mercantile marine, lius no longer any 
consideration or respect for the Spaniard 
ill any place or form. Captain lloope 
is just now- in Shanghai loulcing for a 
now command, and tlie iiiciilont tliat cost 
liim liis last ship, ilie steamer Pechili, 
explains, in great part, the present anti- 
patliy to tlie decadent Latin' race. It 
malves finite an inforestiug story, too, 
as the olllcers by the Glouoglc tell it, 
witit extriicts from the Shanghai news- 
paper that originally interviewed the late 
skipper of the Pechili, and set down in 
print liis tale of tribulation. o 

1'lie I'ochili, IJoope, master, is just 
such a vagrant oC llie seas as Kipling 
has pictured for the world to recognize, 
in several of his best short stories. 
She is dirty, erratic in her movements, 
and as liable as not to change owners or 
lla.i^ or service at a moment's notice to 
her nnister, in addition to whom lliere 
is no one lu be eonsnlted. Last summer 
this typical tramp of tlie tropics w.ns in 
the intor-island trade in Iho Southern 
I'liilippines, and on September 22 visited 
Catagnanes, an island of considerable im- 
portance in the hemp trade. 

The CJovernor of (he island was un- 
aware that peace hid been proclaimed; 
in fact, lie had no eominnnication from 
the central govcrnnieiil of the I'hilippiues 
since April last. 

After the Pechili had taken in her car- 
go and was aciualy weighing her anchor 
to proceed to Celm a boat was observed 
coming from the sliore conveying one 
of the principal shippers, who was fran- 
tically waving bis liund for tho steamer 
to stop. 

He .^yas fioOii alongside, and told the 
captain' that very serious news had been 
received from the Governor of Albay to 
tlie effect that the whole of the soutliern 
ports of Luzon were in insurrection, and 
the rebels were on their way to take tlie 
towns. 

Would the captain go to Logaspi and 
rescue the women and children from be- 
ing massacred':' 

As a gallant sailor, Capt.iin lionpo at 
onci' consented, especially as Legaspi was 
only all miles away. He rejiched there 
the same day and found the Spaniards 
panic-stricken, the locU garrison, which 
eonsisled of nntivi^ earabineros, liaviiu 
all deserted and gone to join the insur 
gents, who were within two hours' march 
of tho town. 

So frightened were they, thr.i men, wo 
men and children— including the Gover 
nor and the olllcials— came on board 
without any bag'gage whatever, li.iving 
left behind all their wodilly goods to the 
tender nicrcics of the rebels. In fact, 
it was a regular stampede out oC Legaspi, 
as iirevions to the arrival of the Pechili 
anotlier steamer had loft Legaspi full of 
refugees, consisting mostly of friars from 
the interior, -who had a rough time in 
'escapiiig fodm the rebels. >' ' 

Captain Roopc arrived at Cebu on Seji- 
teraber 2.'J, and was the first to bring 
the iiowa that tho whole of tho scuilhorii 
provinces of Luzon— the principiil heni|i 
district — were in the liunds of the insur- 
gents. 

"On arriving at Cebu," says Captain 
Kooi)e, "our passengers, tlujse of wlioni 
we had saved from certain and cruel 
death, showed us the dejith of tbrir grati- 
tuile by refusing to pay their passage 
money, some alleging as a reason that 
they bud not been fed at jiU:! 'With so 
many refugi?es on board, frc'sli -firovisioiis 
may possibly liave run short, but there 
was no end of canned goods on board, 
and we liad aetuallj- been fewling them 
with all the delicacies of Crosse and 
Blackwell's factory. 

"It sliould bo said that the Tefusal to 
pay the passage mone.v came mostly 
from the Spanish olllcials, who were ac- 
customed to prey upon tlio ignorant na- 
tives and get everything free. 

"As inisfortimes never-come singly, -we 
had to contend with another trouble, for 
the Governor of Cebu promptly refused 
to allow us to land tlie refugees, fearing 
that it might stir up the natives if they 
cnmo t» know that the Spaniards were 
Hying from the southern [irovinces in fa(;e 
of the rebel advance. 

"JOventnally a. small Spiinish steamer 
came alongside and relieved ns of our 
[lassengers, taking llieiii on to Iloilo. Wc 
were afterwards informed that on reach- 
ing Hollo the Governor there likewise 
refused to allow the refugees to land. 
Driven from pillar to post, the refugees 
at length succeeded in reaching Manila, 
where American protection was e.xtended 
to tlieni. 

"On our return to Celm wo found II. 
M. gunboat Ituttler there, having 1)C(M1 
sent for by the liritisli consul, as the 
rebels \veri> threatening thi>- town and 
the Britishers there were ratlier anxious 
for some protection from stray l)ull(;ts. 
It seems that the presence of tho gun- 
boat has quieted things down a bit. 

"During my stay there, from Septem- 
ber 23 to 30, the Spanish oflicials seem- 
ed very uneasy and were preparing to 
send their families away owing to a tele- 
gram having been received from tlie Gov- 
ernor of Iloilo to send thence ail the 
forces Cebu could spare, as 3,000 insur- 
gents had landed on tho .coast with th<.> 
object of taking Iloilo. 

"It is needless to say that the Gov- 
ernor of Il(jilo, ivilh tlie consideriticm 
of his own safety in niiiiil. mjver compli- 
ed with the onler. 

"We believe that Ihe Ttattler proceed- 
ed afterwards to Iloilo to protect Brit- 
ish interests there, 

"Before iiroceediiig tn nttnck Ihe soulh- 
ern provinces. Hie iusurgeiils cut all tele- 
graphic coniniunications with ^lanila. so 
that nothing is known there of what is 
going on in the south.

(if coa: oil ill Ihe air. -Mr. Mclvenn, on 
investigiUiiig closer, found a ladder at 
the liuilding. nnd a chair just outside 
the door, with a Chinaman's white kit- 
<'licii coat on the back of il. As it had 
been raining n second deluge and yet the 
coat Wiis dry, Mr. MeKeoa lliouglit the 
cii-cumstaiu-es siilllcieiitly suspicious to 
iniliivi. liiia to take possession of the 
chair, the ladder and the coat. The 
house and everything; else in and about 
it biirni'd to ashes. 

Anotlier suspicious eircimiBlance re- 
ported to the police is that whilo Tetu 
ehiiuis to have lioen ill at his ro<-)m in 
the citv, Mr. Hiirlburt an<l tw-o other 
residents of the distriot decljire that 
thev nnvt him on the road una coming 
tov.-ard town very shortly a fti"f the tin- 
was iliseovered. ilr. Hiirlhurt says 
lluit it was in front of Macroic's milk 
ranch that ho passed the Frenchman, 
the liitlcr mulUed up to the ey*8 and ap- 
parently drunk. He was hnrrjmg 
townwiird with his head down, und 
would neither stop nor talk when halted 
and requested to look where tho rodec- 
tiou of the lire was already reddening 
the sky. Tetu, on the other hand, in- 
sists that it was a case oC mistaken 
identity; that he did not leave liis bed 
on Snturdny night; and that tlie place 
rnuKt have been set nn tire by some inali- 
eiouH ('hiiiaiiiaii.
